according to figures released by

The leading originat­ 
ing cause of loss in the state was “Aiatches-Smok- 
iag." its individual toll being $1,383,27 3. 
It requires about a year for the 
Actuarial 
Bureau of the Board to classify, segregate and 
tabulate the m illion reports it receives annually, 
and. until this task is completed, it is not possi­ 
ble to analyze in detail the tosses of

year, state by state, and cause by cause. 
'For the entire United States the grand total 
!n 1925 was $559,428,855, the aggregate includ­ 
ing the usual 25 p r cent allowance for unre­ 
ported and uninsured fires.
